A sharp division is manifesting itself i in Germany over the reply to the 
Alfied note on reparations and disarmament, The Bavarian Premier Dr- 
Vonkabr has refurned to ‘Munich from the conference of Germzn state 
premiers in Berlin which was unable to agree with regard to the proposals 
of Bavaria which is still unwilling ta disarm. Meanwhile Paris anticipates 
that the German acceptance of the invitation to the conference to be held 
inva March 1 will be serrounded with so maoy conditions as to be tant 
amount to a refusal” : :

In Janu- 
ary there were 83 on the roll and is 
December 122. Many left the Colony | 
with their parents in the early part of 
whe year, but so many new pupils were 
admitted in Seprember and~ October 
that the school became overcrowded. 
Altogether 166 pupils amended the 
school,.40 more than in 1919. The 
average daily attendance was 72 in 
Jenvary. 108 in December. and 87 
during the whole year. an increase of 
16. There are to-day 141 on the roll.

The playground was enlarged and 
row there is ample room fortwo ten- 
nig, courts’ and a court for basket ball. 
A Five's Court was brilt and will be 
regolarly used by the pupils. 

Great strides were made in Box- 
ing by the Physical Culture Class 
during the cool months of the year. 
I regret to say that Mr. Thomson, the 
Instructer,, has left the Colony, but 
a friend has volunteered to continue 
the, good work, and when we have 
proper gymnastic apparatus, which we 
expect to get shortly. I hope to see 
the class in 2 flourishing condition 
again. A very successful tournament 
was held in. March under the patron-
